firifc ar,-l mcitt dreadful vibitaticn in 
13ift-K it v.-a.s noticed that it carried off 
an peer-nous number of the laborers in 
the tc.nntry villages, the poor and the 
worknica iu tbo fowns, the monks and 
nuns acd friai's—that is, all that por- 
tion of tho population who were ill 
houscil, ill clothed, ill nurtured, or, like 
those in tho religions houses, lived ha- 
bitually 
uprn 
t.a insufficient 
diet, 


among vhoiu the piv.c-tiro of ru.cc(ioism 
iu various forms tended to bring about 
a weakening of their stamina and their 
vital power. 


Ou tho ether hand, the mortality 


among tho clergy was far in excess of 
that among any other class, and this 
cau bo attributed only to their noble 
self sacrifice in the discharge of their 
ministerial duties among their parish- 
ioners. Bi\nthing day ajid night the 
pestilential air, working 
heroically 


among tho people in eveiy stage of the 
disease, comforting the dying and bury- 
ing the dead iu the huge pits that were 
dug to coufain the putrid corpses, the 
pric&tii dr< ppul by thousands into tha 
same giaves in which they had helped to 
lay thoir pi.opU-, and before tho year was 
out tho Mipply of cliTgy had begun to 
i .11 sacrt .very seriotisly over all the 
l.iiid. 


At Florence, Boccaccio tells n.«, "it 


became nectary to dig trenches, into 
which tho bodies were put by hundreds, 
laid in rows, as goods packed in a ship, 
A little earth was cast upon each suc- 
cessive layer until th*> pits were filled to 
tho top. " At Avignon several, almost 
as boon as they were seized with the sick- 
ne^f, ' 'wero carried off to tho pit and 
buried. And in this way majiy were 
buried alive." At Vienna "the dead 
were buried in trenches, each of which, 
according to om- chronicle, contained 
Borne 0,000 corpses." In London Sit 
Walter Manny provided a new cemetery, 
morothau 13 acres in extent, "in respect 
of tho danjtw that might befall in this 
time of so jrivat a plague and infection.''

The so- 
ution used ia prepared as follows: In 
no-half liter of distilled water 100 
p:ains of nitrate of silver are dissolved, 
o this being added 63 grains of liquid 
ammonia of 0.88 specific gravity.

iters with distilled water, and 7 5-10 
grams of tartario acid dissolved in 30 
grama of water aro mixed with the so- 
ntion. About 2 6-10 liters are poured 
over the glass meter to be silvered, the 
metal immediately commencing to de- 
>osit on the glass, which is maintained 
at about 104 degrees P., and in a little 
more than a half hour a continuous coat- 
ing of silver is formed After careful 
wiping with chamois the surface is 
rested a second time with a solution 
like the first, but containing a double

A Urelr and Historic Thoroughfare—Not 


of Great Length, bat Fall of Interest »nd 
Excitement—One Has Not Seen London 
Cut 11 He HIM Seen Che»p»lde. 
Cheapsido is a street, and a busy one 


—the busiest, I dare say, of tho whole 
world of streeta It is not long; it is not 
beautiful; it is not the resort of the 
fashionable; it is a business thorough- 
fare from first to last, and it has more 
history crammed into its short stretch 
than other great thoroughfares have in 
their combined long ones. Cheapside be- 
ing not at the side of anything in the 
present era, but at the heart of all things, 
being in the heart of London, has a very 
important place In civic affairs. It ia 
•what they call "an artery of traffic," 
asphalt'-'I into the bargain and afford- 
ing in^i'ess and exit as between the city 
and tbu regions west. If it has a quarter 
of a mile to its length, it has as much 
as it can legitimately claim, and even 
that includes a little slice at the eastern 
end called the "Poultry," a title which 
signifies a local purpose in the pictur- 
esque past 


Cheapside has at one end the Poultry, 


but this need not be counted as a sepa- 
rate entity. And at the Poultry end ia 
the Mansion House, where lives the lord 
mayor in gold lace state. Cheapside 
bumps into Threadneedle street, up to 
the steps of the Royal Exchange and 
against the walls of the Bank of Eng- 
land, institutions which are both useful 
and ornamental. At the other end of 
Cheapside there is a statue of Sir Robert 
Peel. But I venture to say that half the 
people who pass there every day do not 
i_aow whose statue it is, and of the oth- 
er half an inconsiderable fraction will 
IK.VG r.omo accurate notion as to who Sir 
Robert Peel roally was, the balance be- 
ing able to suggest only that he had 
"something to do with the police." 


Cheapside is to London what lower 


Broadway is to New York, between the 
postofflco and Wall street Shops, shops, 
shops, insurance companies, great mer- 
cantile bouses, restaurants, a church— 
Dick Whittington's—that is to say, 
Bow church, where the bells still tingle 
—these are the stationary ingredients of 
Cheapside. Omnibuses, human beings, 
cabs and carriers' vans are the movable 
ones. Cheapside is like the channel of a 
tidal river—at one time of the day the 
current sets in one direction, and at an- 
other time ifrebbs to the opposite course. 


The street has many funny little trib- 


utaries, with funny little names, Bread 
street, Friday street, Ironmonger lane 
and Old Jewry being some of these—- 
narrow passages where in days more 
primitive than our own opposite neigh- 
bors leaned out of windows and shook 
hands across the street, while from the 
pavement they could scarcely have seen 
the sky, so closely did the overhanging 
stories approach to the roofs thereof. 
But there are no dwellings in Cheapside 
now, 
nor in the adjacent tribntariea 


The buildings are all for business pur- 
poses only. The old vogue of overhang 
has been long dispensed with, and a 
sprightly modern air is worn by the 
commercial architecture. 


One kind of commodity Cheapside has 


in more abundance than any other place 
on the whirling footstool—jewelry. 
It 


may not be the most sumptuous jewelry 
that ever was made, it may not compare 
with the golden filigree work of Za- 
mara, but it is jewelry nevertheless and 
of a good sort for the moderate classes. 
And there is so much of it that it over- 
flows tho contracted emporiums and 
flows in cascades and Niagaras of watch 
chains, necklaces, fantastic guards, be- 
hind the plate glass windows. 


It seems to be a trick of Cheapside's 


shops to display all their treasures to 
the preoccupied eyes of those who here 
march in legions along the pavement 
They pour their wares into their win- 
dows with a reckless profusion suggest- 
ive of the orient—that is to say, the 
orient you road about, not the orient 
which actually exists. The jewelry of 
Cheapside is mainly silver jewelry, and 
tho radiance of the windows is the white 
radiance which tarnishes with such hap- 
less result in the London fog. 


Cheapside is best seen between 9 


and 10 in the mcrir r - or between 5 and 
7 in the aftenini ", cither when every- 
body is com:'i'(} to or going from his oc- 
cupation. But ail day long the street is 
crowded ironi end to end, so crowded 
that you cannot anywhere cross it in 
safety, except at the points where con- 
stables are stationed to regulate the traf- 
fic. 


Ono of the odd features of Cheapside 


is the line of pedestrians who stand in 
either gutter, stringing along the curbs 
and vending catchpenny toys. These 
merchants are an amusing lot in their 
way. 
Their harangues are endless and 


not wholly lacking in wit, although 
their language is not altogether parlia- 
mentary. They soil the most wonderful 
assortojjut of ingenious toys that you 
can imagine, and every week or two 
;hey produce some new thing. Variety 
.s the spice of their trade. The wonder- 
:nl toys that can be bought of them for 
a penny allure all kinds of people who 
jo cityward. . I know inen on the Stock 
Exchange who make it a point to buy 
every new penny toy that appears on 
Cbeapside. Their collections have al- 
ready the appearance of a lesser South 
Kensington museum or a glorified Low- 
lier arcade. The penny toy venders may 
not pause in their vending. The watch- 
"ul "bobby" keeps them on the move, 
a necessary precaution in this thick 
stream of traffic. One should see these 
>enny toy men. Until he sees them ho 
las not seen Cheapside, and until he has 
een Cheapside he has not seen London. 
Jesidcs the«penny toys are the only 
:lieap things in Cheapside.—London 
Cor. ttoston Herald.
